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A  CLEARING  HOUSE  FOR  INFORMATION. 

ASSISTANCE  TO 


Through  ths  wide  ramifications  of  its  overseas  intelligence 
service  the  Department  of  Overseas  Trade  receives  a  constant 
dovr  of  valuable  information  from  all  important  overseas  markets, 
covering  all  commercial  suHects  of  interest  to 'British  traders 
engaged  in  export  trade.  This  information  is  collated  and  is 
sAot  to  any  British  trader  likely  to  be  interested. 

Special  enquiries  are  instituted  in  response  to  direct  requests 
fjr  information,  if  such  information  is  not  already  in  the 
possession  of  the  Department. 

As  indicating  the  nature  of  the  information  which  the  Depart¬ 
ment  is  in  a  position  to  supply,  mention  may  be  made  of  the 
following  : — Foreign  and  Colonial  contracts  open  to  tender,  and 
other  openings  for  British  trade;  existing  and  probable  future 
demand  for  specific  lines  of  British  goods ;  the  extent  and 
natare  of  competition  and  the  best  methods  of  meeting  it;  usual 
methods  of  business,  terms  of  credit,  payment,  etc. ;  agency 
omditions ;  Customs  Regulations  and  Tariffs ;  Regulations  cover¬ 
ing  Commercial  Travellers,  Certificates  of  Origin,  etc.,  sources 
of  supply,  prices,  etc.,  of  trade  products:  Shipping  and  Trans¬ 
port,  etc.  The  Department  also  supplies  lists  of  names  of  likely 
importers  of  British  goods  or  of  firms  or  indlvidnais  considered 
suitable  to  act  as  representatives  or  agents  of  British  firms. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  COMMERCIAL  COMMUNITY. 

The  aim  of  the  Department  is  to  co-operate  as  closely  as 
possible  with  the  commercial  community  in  its  efforts  to  rebuild 
and,  where  feasible,  te  increase  its  pre-war  export  trade. 
Officers  of  the  Department,  both  from  Overseas  and  from  Head¬ 
quarters,  visit  periodically  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  the  indus¬ 
trial  centres  01  the  Kingdom,  in  order  to  keep  in  close  touch 
with  business  men. 

FOREIGN  COMPETITION  IN  OVERSEAS  MARKETS. 

For  a  trader  successfully  to  compete  in  foreign  markets,  it  is 
necessary  that  he  should  know  the  goods  which  competitors  are 
offering.  The  Department  has,  therefore,  formed  a  very  exten¬ 
sive  collection,  which  is  being  constantly  increased,  of  samples 
of  foreign  competitive  goods  and  commercial  products.  Over

70,000  such  samples  are  now  available  for  inspection  by  British 
traders  at  the  Department’s  Showrooms,  7  to  11,  Old  Bailey, 
E.C.  Advertising  plays  a  large  part  in  export  as  in  home  trade, 
and  the  Department  has  collected  over  16,000  foreign  trade 
catalogues  (including  German  and  Austrian)  which  may  also  bo 
inspected  at  the  above  address.  The  collection  has  been 
efficiently  indexed  under  both  Articles  of  Manufacture  and 
Names  of  Manufacturers. 

THE  BRITISH  TR.\DER  ABROAD. 
Representatives  of  British  firms,  when  travelling  abroad,  can 
obtain  much  valuable  information  from  a  man  who  is  in  close 
daily  contact  with  the  commercial  life  of  the  country  concerned. 
British  firms  should,  therefore,  instruct  their  travelling  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  call  upon  H.M.  Commercial  Diplomatic  Officers  ia 
foreign  countries,  or  H.M.  Trade  Commissioners  in  the  countries 
of  the  Empire,  who  will  give  them  first-hand  unbiassed  informa¬ 
tion,  and  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  assist  them  in  their 
business. 

FAIRS  AND  EXHIBITIONS. 

The  Department  organises  Fairs  and  Exhibitions  at  which 
British  traders  have  the  opportunity  of  displaying  their  goods 
before  buyers  of  all  nations.  The  best  known  of  these  Fairs — 
the  British  Industries  Fair — is  held  during  February  and  March 
of  each  year. 

CONFIDENTIAL  INFORMATION. 

One  of  the  most  important  services  rendered  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  is  the  supply  of  confidential  information  regarding  trade 
openings  and  other  matters  likely  to  be  of  interest  to  manu¬ 
facturers  and  merchants.  This  is  done  chiefly  by  means  of  the 
Special  Register,  concerning  which  details  are  given  below.

OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  TRADE  IN  OVERSEAS  MARKETS. 

THE  DEPARTMENT’S  SPECIAL  REGISTER  SERVICE. 


The  trader  who  has  at  his  command  a  sure  and  prompt 
supply  of  information  concerning  possible  developments  in  coun- 
tnof  abroad,  or  any  other  specific  openings  for  British  trade, 
is  in  an  immeasurably  more  favourable  position  for  seenring 
business  than  be  who  depends  for  his  information  apon  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  news.  The  one  receives  a  eonsiderable  start  in  the 
competitive  race,  while  the  othev  suffers  a  handicap  which,  in 
ver;^  many  eases,  practically  nullifies  his  chances  of  securing  the 
business. 

Information  of  this  kind  is  reaching  the  Department  of 
Overseas  Trade  in  increasing  volume  from  its  commercial  repre¬ 
sentatives,  who  are  now  stationed  in  every  important  market 
abroad.  British  firms  wishing  to  make  sure  of  receiving  infor¬ 
mation  of  interest  to  them  should  enrol  themselves  on  the 
Special  Register  of  the  Department. 

Publicity  is,  ef  course,  given  in  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal’* 
or  in  the  Trade  press  to  many  of  the  reports  received  by  the 
Department.  A  great  mass  of  the  information  coming  to  tho 
Department  cannot,  however,  be  so  treated  because  of  its  con¬ 
fidential  or  semi-confidential  character.  When  a  report  relates 
to  a  specific  opening  for  trade  or  to  some  other  matter  upon 
which  it  is  desirable  that  British  firms  shoold  have  advance 
information,  it  is  sent  by  means  of  the  Special  Register  Service 
U  all  those  firms  to  which  it  it  likely  to  be  of  interest. 

The  Special  Register  comprises,  at  present,  the  names  of 
some  3,509  British  firms,  manufacturing  or  dealing  in  British 
goods.  These  firms  are  grouped  and  classified  according  to 
both  the  nature  of  the  goods  and  the  markets  in  which  they  are 
interested,  thus  facilitating  the  despatch  of  relative  information 
and  avoiding  as  far  as  possible  the  receipt  of  particulars  which 
are  of  no  interest  to  them.  At  the  same  time  it  is  thought 
desirable  to  send  the  firms  too  much  rather  than  too  little  so  as 
to  ensure  that  they  get  all  news  which  is  of  nse  to  them. 

The  fee  for  admission  to  the  Special  Register  is  £2  4s.  6d.  per 
annum,  and,  in  return  for  this  subscription,  the  firms  who  have 
enrolled  themselves  not  only  get  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ’* 
every  week,  but  they  are  assured  of  obtaining  promptly,  by 
means  of  the  fecial  Register  Series  ef  eonfidential  circulars, 
•very  report  or  item  of  news  likely  to  eencem  them.  Smnetimes 
these  reports  oontain  advance  iiHormation  which  sabsequently 
becomes  generally  known.  Frequently  they  contain  information 
which  it  IS  dosired  to  keep  confidential,  so  that  British  firms  may 
reap  full  benefit  from  it. 


AMOUNT  OF  INFORMATION  SUPPLIED. 

The  amount  of  information  supplied  to  the  various  trades 
naturally  differs,  but  some  idea  of  the  aggregate  volume  of 
information  disseminated  through  this  Service  may  be  gained 
when  it  is  stated  that  the  average  nnmber  of  Special  Register 
Circulars  distributed  during  a  quarter  ranges  between  300  and 
400. 

VALUE  OF  INFORMATION  RECEIVED. 

It  is  obviously  impossible  to  measure  in  pounds,  shillings  and 

rence  the  value  to  British  firms  of  the  information  thus  received. 

.1  cases  where  business  results,  the  actual  value  of  the  trans¬ 
action  in  question  may  he  great  or  small,  but  there  is  ample 
evidence  that  long-lasting  and  profitable  business  connections 
frequently  owe  their  inception  to  an  initial  transaction  due  to 
information  received  through  this  Service. 

Were  it  desirable  to  do  so,  a  large  number  of  cases  could  he 
cited  in  which  useful  and  valuable  business  has  resulted  from 
action  taken  by  British  firms  on  information  sent  to  them 
through  the  Special  Register  Service. 

QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  United  Kingdom  firm  engaged  in  the  export  trade  supply¬ 
ing  goods  solely  or  mainly  of  United  Kingdom  production  is 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  Special  Register. 

TAe  Regiater  is  not  optn  to  non-British  traders. 

As  stated  above,  the  fee  for  admission  to  the  Register  is 
£2  4s.  6d.  per  annum,  which  includes  the  annual  subscriptieo 
to  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal.’’

EXTENSION  OF  BENEFITS  TO  BRITISH 
SUBJECTS. 

The  following  notice  appeared  in  the  “  Official 
Oazette  ”  of  the  United  States  Patent  Ofiice  of  10th 
May,  1921;  —

United  States  Patent  Ofiice, 
Washington,  D.C.,  10th  May,  1921. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  laws  of  tlie  United  King¬ 
dom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  are  recognised  as  afford¬ 
ing, to  citizens  of  the  United  States  privileges  substantially 
reciprocal  to  the  privileges  accorded  by  the  Nolan  Act  of 
.‘Ird  March,  1921  (H.ll.  15, 002),  and  that  consequently  all 
the  privileges  specified  in  said  Act  will  be  extended  to  its 
subjects,  subject  to  a  limitation  of  the  term  under  section 
2  of  the  Act  as  construed  in  ex  parte  Hackett  (285  O.G., 
795).

The  decision  oil  section  2  of  the  Act  in  ex  parte 
Hackett,  referred  to  in  the  above  notice,  is  as 
follows :  — 

2.  Patents — Extensions  of  Time  for  Paying  Fees — 
Nolan  Act  Construed. 

Since  under  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  8rd  ilarcli,  1921.  no 
extensions  may  confer  privileges  on  the  citizens  or  sub¬ 
jects  of  a  foreign  country  for  a  longer  term  than  the  term 
'luring  which  such  jirivileges  are  conferred  by  such  foreign 
<  ountry  on  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  fees  past  due 
must  be  paid  or  actions  required  to  be  done  in  the  past 
must  be  performed  at  such  time,  on  or  before  3rd  March, 
1922,  that  the  period  between  the  due  date  and  the  date 
when  such  fee  is  actually  paid  or  action  is  actually  taken 
is  not  longer  than  the  maximum  period  allowed  by  the  laws 
of  such  foreign  country  to  citizens  of  tlie  United  States 
for  similar  actions. 

The  “  Nol.ax  ”  Act. 

The  ‘‘  Nolan  ”  Act  was  approved  on  4th  March, 
1921,  and  is  an  Act  for  extending  temporarily  the 
lime  for  filing  applications  for  letters  patent,  for 
taking  actions  in  the  United  States  Patent  Office 
with  respect  thereto,  for  the  reviving  and  reinstate¬ 
ment  of  applications  for  letters  patent,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Section  1  of  the  Act  extends  the  rights  of  priority 
for  filing  applications  for  inventions  and  designs, 
which  lights  had  not  expired  on  1st  August,  1914, 
or  have  arisen  since  that  date,  until  six  months 
from  the  passage  of  the  Act,  viz.,  until  -‘{rd  Septem¬ 
ber,  1921,  This  e.xtension  is  only  in  favour  of 
United  States  citizens,  or  citizens  or  subjects  of  a 
country  which  grant  substantially  recijirocal  privi¬ 
leges  to  United  States  citizens.  There  are  some 
further  provisions  for  the  preservation  of  existing 
interests. 

Section  2  extends  until  Jrd  March,  1922,  under 
conditions  of  reciprocity,  the  time  for  payment  of 
any  fee,  or  for  any  action  on  an  application  for  a 
patent,  which  time  had  not  expired  on  1st  August, 
1914,  or  which  commenced  after  that  date. 

The  remaining  sections  contain  provisions  for  the 
preservation  of  rights  to  continue  any  manufacture, 
sale  or  use  commenced  before  the  passage  of  the 
Act;  for  the  recognition  of  applications  executed  by- 
agents  up  to  loth  June,  1920;  for  the  recognition  of 
oaths  taken  before  Consular  and  oilier  represen¬ 
tatives  of  foreign  Governments;  for  the  jirotection 
of  inventions  by  persons  serving  abroad  Avith  the 
United  States  forces,  civil  or  military,  and  for  im¬ 
munity  in  respect  of  actions  taken  by  or  with  the 
assent  of  t|je  United  States  Government  in  respect 
of  the  rights  in  inventions  and  designs  belonging  to 
an  alien  enemy.

COAL. 


BREWERIES,  CEMENT  WORKS,  AND 
BRlCKWtJRKS. 

The  Secretary  for  Mines  has  decided  that 
breweries  (as  food-producing  industries)  and 
cement  works  and  brickworks  (in  view  of  the  vital 
importance  of  the  seasonal  building  operations) 
shall  be  added  to  the  list  of  undertakings  entitled 
to  draw  supplies  of  imported  coal.  Permits  from 
the  local  authority  are  not  essential  to  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  imported  coal  by  industries  on  the  priority 
list.  This  concession  does  not  apply  to  British  coal. 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT. 


equipment  of  SMALTi  VESSELS. 

Owners  and  masters  of  sailing  vessels  under  80 
tons  register,  engaged  in  carrying  cargoes  in  the 
coasting  trade,  are  informed  that  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  743,  Merchant 
Shipping  Act,  1894,  and  Section  7,  Merchant  Ship¬ 
ping  Act,  1900,  when  a  motor  or  other  mechan¬ 
ical  means  of  propulsion  is  fitted  on  board,  the 
vessel  is  ie((uired  to  be  re-registered  and  to  be 
marked  with  a  loadline.  The  vessel  is  also  re¬ 
quired  to  be  equipped  with  life  saving  appliances, 
lights  and  sound  signals,  as  for  a  steamship.

A  factoi-  affecting-  the  situation 
is  the  over-sup))ly  of  f>(iods  in  the  (Ireek  markets  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  lecklessness  with  which  the  (ireek 
importers  ordered  fi'oods  in  1!H9,  when  the  exchange 
was  at  or  helow  par.  'I'hese  ji'oods  wei'e  ordered 
shortly  after  the  Armistice,  buf^ely  with  a  view  to 
their  re-exi)ortat ion  to  'I'urkey,  Southern  Russia, 
Roumania,  etc.  Hut  events  have  proved  that  their 
disposal  in  this  manner  has  not  been  possible,  and 
they  h  ave  conse(|uently  remained  on  the  (Ireek 
iiiaiket.  'baking-  the  textile  or  “  soft  ^oods  ”  trade 
us  an  examjile,  it  is  calculatml  that  there  are  at 
present  sutticient  stocks  on  hand,  in  several  lines,  to 
serve  the  reiiuirements  of  the  maiket  for  at  least  an¬ 
other  six  months,  so  that  merchants  will  not  be  in 
u  position  to  ])ass  new  orders  until  next  month 
(July,  1921).  I)urin<*'  the  latter  part  of  1!)29  and 
throu<i:hout  the  succeeding'  months  Hritish  firms 
have  been  meetinji'  with  considerable  diiticulties 
throufi'h  the  failure  of  their  (xreek  customeis  to  tako 
uji  the  docunuMits  for  j^oods  ordered  by  them.  I’his 
was  chief! \' broujrht  about  hv  the  (‘xchaiif^e  siti  a- 
tion.  .Vnioiif^st  the  {>'c>ods  thus  left  on  tlu*  shifipers’ 
hands  in  the  f'ustoms  lu're  are  cotton  textiles, 
woollens,  yarns,  chemicals,  drue-s,  o-as  eneims,  coal 
tar  products,  and  numerous  other  commodities.  On 
tile  other  hand,  it  must  he  admitted  that  there  have 
been  several  instances  of  th(‘  non-fulfilment  of  th.eir 
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contracts  as  rej^ards  time  of  delivery  by  Hritish 
manufacturers,  and  ^oods  have  been  delivered  three 
to  nine  months  after  the  date  specified.

Further,  the  state  of  lepair  of  the  roofs 
and  booling'  of  most  of  the  warehouses  is  not  f>'ood, 
and  conseipient ly  j^oods  which  are  left  unclaimed  in 
these  store’s  for  any  length  of  time,  if  of  a  perishable 
natuie,  suffer  considerable  damage.  \  eiy  lar*’e 
(piantities  of  merchandise  are  stored  at  the  Rirams 
in  ojien  comjiounds  around  the  ([uays,  where  they 
are  exposed  to  the  weathei'.  'I’hese  are,  as  far  as 
possible,  floods  of  a  non-perishable  nature,  but  such 
commodities  as  news-piint in**'  jiapei',  metal  ^-oods, 
machinery,  etc.,  will  naturally  deterioiate  if  left  for 
loll”'  under  such  conditions.  'I’he  value  of  the  ^oods 
lyin^'  in  the  Rii'a’us  (’ustoms,  of  which  the  con- 
si<>nees  are  delaying'  tlie  delivery,  hojiin^  for  an  im- 
jirovement  in  the  exchanj’e,  is  variously  estimated 
at  from  one  to  one  and  a-half  million  sterlin**'.  An 
improvement  in  this  stati*  of  affairs  unfortunately 
cannot  he  looked  for  until  the  economic  conditions 
of  the  count ly  impro\e;  the  (iremk  ( rovcrmmmt , 
pi’iidin^'  the  realisation  of  their  jirojects  foi-  the  im- 
pro\ement  of  Rira’us  harbour,  do  not  apjiear  dis- 
jtosed  to  enti’itain  the  heavy  expense  which  would 
he  (’iitailed  by  ad(*i|uat(‘Iy  repairin*.’;  the  (’nsloms 
slon  s  at  t  he  Rira’Us. 

FoRKMiX  (’OMI’I- I'l'I'ION. 

'I’he  circumstances  above  refeiri’d  to,  while  re¬ 
act  in”' unfavourably  on  Hritish  trade,  have  to  a 
lar”'e  extent  ”'iven  (ferman  and  .\ustrian  ”'oods  the 
ne((hd  oppoit unity  of  lecoveriii”-  their  former  in¬ 
fluence  in  tlie  (ireek  market.  Veiy  considerable 
([uantitiis  of  (lei'inan  •’oods  aie  now  in  (freece,  and 
continue  to  anive  by  every  steamer.  In  view  of 
the  low  (luotation  of  the  (lerman  mark,  (ferman 
manufact uiers  are  in  a  jiosition  to  siipjily  their  pro¬ 
ducts  to  (Ireece  at  prices  i'an<>in<>'  from  40  per  cent, 
to  (JO  jier  cent,  cheaper  than  H'.itish  manufacturers. 
'I’he  pi'incipal  jiroducts  airivin”-  are  ch.emicals  and 
dru*>s,  which  are  re-establishiii”'  their  former  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  market:  Engines  (Diesel,  semi-Diesel, 
liras  and  oil),  motor  cais  (the  Mercedes  and  Henz  cais 
bein<>'  daily  met  in  the  streets),  small  machines,  ice- 
makinj*'  macliines,  j)umps,  tools,  hai'dware,  })aper, 
pianos,  leathei'  ”'oods,  etc.  Austri'.i  is  .sendiii”'  a 
”i)od  deal  of  furnituie  and  fancy  ”'oods.  'I’he  ^reat 
bulk  of  the  Hritish  (’olonial  and  United  Kin”'dom 
imjiorts  come  under  the  headin<>'s  of  “  a*>'ricultural 
produce  ”  (esjiecially  <>rain)  and  “  unworked 
minerals  and  metals  ”  resjiectively.  Of  the  remain- 
iii<.r  United  Kii’f’'dom  imports  the  most  impoitant 
are  “  worked  minerals  and  metals.”  fish,  chemicals 
and  drug's,  textiles,  jute  yoods  and  foodstuffs.  'I’he 
Emjiiie’s  only  serious  all-round  competitor  so  far 
has  been  America,  who.se  imports,  neveitheless, 
show  a  remarkable  continuous  decrease  durin<>'  the 
three  half-yearly  periods  since  the  middle  of  19R). 
Her  hiyh  exchani>'e  was  doubtless  ]ar<>'ely  the  cause, 
and  unfortunately,  aIthou<>h  the  bad  effects  only 
bewail  to  be  marked  at  the  "iid  of  1!)2(),  Hritish  im¬ 
ports  are  now  snfferiii”'  for  a  like  leason.  'I’he 
returns  for  Januaiy  and  Febrmri'y,  1!)21,  will  cer- 
taii  Iv  show  a  very  <>reat  diminution  in  the  volume 
of  Hritish  trade.  America  has  been  competiii”' with 
Hiitain  and  her  Colonies  in  all  their  urincipal  im- 
jxti'ts  mentioned  above.  Holland  and  Hel”:ium  have 
been  i’oin”'  slow  ly  but  surely  ahead,  and  since  the  be- 
f^'innin”'  of  this  year  have  b.een  particularly  active 
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on  the  local  market.  Both  are  importing  increas¬ 
ing  quantities  ot  metals,  worked  and  unworked,  and 
Belgium  especially,  thanks  to  her  favourable  cur¬ 
rency,  is  making  very  serious  comiudition  with  the 
United  Kingdom  in  this  line.  Dutch  smoked  her¬ 
rings,  stationery,  jute  goods  and  glassware  are  all 
doing  a  good  trade. 

Ameri(“a,  Holland,  Belgium  and  Oermany  are  the 
countries  from  wliicli  most  futiire  competition  with 
the  T  iiiled  Kingdom  is  to  he  exj)ected.  'I'he  ahcne 
r)rder  may,  to  judge  from  apjiearances,  he  exactly 
reversed  before  very  long,  (xermany  has  not  yet, 
like  the  United  Kingdom,  Holland  and  Belgium, 
the  advantage  ot  more  or  less  regular  steamship 
communication  between  her  ports  and  Yolo,  hut  it 
is  more  than  likely  that,  when  her  trade  has  in¬ 
creased  sufficiently  to  justify  it.  tlie  Deutsche 
Levant  Linie  steamers,  wiiich  already  call  occasion¬ 
ally  on  their  return  journey  to  load  tobacco,  will 
include  Yolo  in  their  <tutwai‘d  itineiaiy  also.  J’his 
facility  would  in  turn  react  favouiahly  on  the 
(xerman  trade  of  the  p(»rt,  which  would,  of  cmirse, 
he  still  furlhei’  develoi>ed,  cm  something  a])proach- 
ing  the  old  scale,  were  there  a  return  to  normal 
conimtniications  l)y  the  overland  I’oute.  It  is  note¬ 
worthy  that  (iei'n)an  commercial  agents  have 
already  begun  to  take  a  keen  interest  in  the  local 
maiket,  which  the  present  state  of  f)usiness  does  not 
justify,  and  a  dead  set  is  obviously  being  made  to 
caj)tuip  the  general  trade  of  the  port,  (xerman 
j>ianos  already  hold  a  monopoly,  which  is  perhaps 
not  surprising,  but  the  important  trade  in  agricul¬ 
tural  and  industrial  machinery,  metals,  stationery, 
hardware,  etc.,  hitherto  largely  in  British  hands, 
shows  signs  of  absorption  by  (xeiniany.  One  of  the 
two  (xerman  commercial  agencies  established  or  re¬ 
established  there  during  1920  has  given  a  leading 
Yolo  stationer  exclusive  selling  rights  for  its 
imports  under  this  head,  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  stationery  now  to  be  found  in 
the  shops  is  of  (xerman  origin.  The  same 
applies  to  toys.  ( bie  of  the  principal  importers 
of  the  latter  brought  out  from  England  a 
large  consignment  when  the  exchange  was  favour¬ 
able,  leaving  the  selection  to  the  British  firm,  but, 
though  selling  very  cheaply,  he  has  been  unalde  to 
dispose  of  the  bulk  of  them  owing  to  their  being  of 
the  cardboard-game  variety,  with  the  directions 
printed  in  English  only. 

Local  Yikw  of  British  Tradkrs, 

A  local  opinion  attributes  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  develo])ing  British  trade,  firstly,  to  the  great 
rise  in  the  exchange  value  of  the  f  ;  secondly,  to  tlu' 
fact  (hat  British  manufact uiers  and  firms  do  not 
send  their  waies  on  consignment  basis  even  to  fiist- 
rate  firms  in  this  country,  and  give  no  facilities  in 
general  as  tf>  payment,  while  (xeinian  manufac- 
(ureis  and  firms  do;  thirdly,  to  the  fact  that  the 
British  never,  (»r  rarely,  send  travelleis  round  the 
jnincipal  towns — very  few  have  visited  even  Yolo 
since  the  war — and  do  not  advertise  to  any  extent  in  ! 
the  local  piess  oi-  otherwise,  important  points  never 
neglected  by  (he  (xermans.  The  impression  has 
been  created,  and  is  being  duly  exploited  by  the 
(xerman  agents,  that  if,  in  commerce,  it  was  once 
true  that  an  Englishmen’s  word  was  as  good  as  his 
f)ond,  it  is  true  no  longer.  ’I'here  have,  it  seems, 
been  several  cases  of  important  (amtracts  being 
deliveied  a  year  or  more  after  the  stipulated  date  at  I 
inices  nimdi  in  excess  of  tlM)se  agreed  upon.  D(tultt-  ^ 
less  (heie  were  saving  clauses  in  (he  c<tntracts  fiao-  j 
haps  not  always  I'ealised  oi’  understood  l)y  the  (xre(*l< 
impoiter),  and  also  gitod  reasons,  connected  with 
(he  unsatisfactory  industiial  situation  at  home.  ' 
which  made  these  delays  and  highei"  chai'ges  inevit-  I 
aide.  But  nni(‘h  d isa [>point nient  and  inipatiencf*  ' 
u ei e  the  result  at  this  end,  ami  jx'opb*  are  now  go-  •  j 
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ing  to  the  Germans  to  get,  as  they  say,  what  they 
want,  when  they  want,  at  the  price  they  want,  or 
at  least  agree  to.  J'he  above  view,  writi's  Mr. 
Rawlins,  is  p(*rhaps  somewhat  oNAM-pes'^imist ic,  and 
it  can  hardly  la*  doubled  tliat  thmx'  is  still  a  strong 
local  predilection  f<*r  Hritish  goods  and  Ifiitisli 
agents,  and  that,  given  anything  like  a  return  to 
normal  industrial  conditions  at  hoim*  and  normal 
f)nan<‘ial  I'clations  b«*tween  tin*  two  countries. 
Hritish  trade  wmdd  have  littb*  to  f(*ar  from  coinpeti- 
tion  from  whatevm-  (luartei'  it  came.  'IIumi  there 
follows  in  Mr.  Rawlins'  Repoit  (hdailed  informa¬ 
tion  in  regard  to  the  liest  methods  of  enteiing  and 
develojiing  the  Greek  markets.

situation.  'I’he  transport  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
(Ninard  Line — with  one  steamer  of  this  line  and  two 
steamers  of  the  Anchor  Line  running  between 
Hatras.  New  Y(»rk.  'I’riesfe.  and  Italian  jiorts — the 
steamers  of  the  Kosulich  Uompany,  of  'I'rieste,  now 
under  the  inter-allied  and  Italian  Hags,  formerly 
known  as  the  Austro-Americana  Line  and  the 
National  Steamship  Uompany  of  Greei'e.  Few 
Greeks  emigrate  to  Uamxla,  as  though  they  are 
mostly  agriculturists  tlieir  ambition  lies  in  lieconi- 
ing  shopkeep(*rs  and  caterers  in  food.

OUR  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  MAY. 


EFFECTS  OF  COAL  STOPPAGE. 

The  figures  of  the  foreign  tiade  of  the  I'nited 
Kingdom  for  May  show,  far  moie  clearly  and  fully 
than  llxtse  for  Ajuil,  the  effects  of  the  dispute  in 
the  coal  mining  industry.  'I'he  valvx*  of  the  exports 
of  United  Kingdom  goods  has  fallen  for  May. 
H)21,  to  a  fig'urf*  lielow  that  of  the  month  of  May 
in  the  year  191m,  and,  in  view  of  tlx*  results  of  the 
most  ri'cent  I'xamination  of  the  juice-level  of  ex- 
jmrted  goods  (that  for  .lanuary-^Iarch ,  1921  >.  and 
the  known  movements  of  wholesale  juices,  it 
ajipeais  ju-oliable  that  the  value  of  tliese  exjmrts,  if 
taken  at  1914  juices,  would  be  less  than  40  jier 
cent,  of  the  value  recorded  for  May,  1914. 

'The  comjiarisoii  of  the  values  recorded  gives  the 
following  monthly  figures  or  averages  for  recent 
jieriods  :  —

The  de(*rease  of  ahoul  t‘d,TlM),()0()  in  the  value  of 
inijiorts  in  May  compared  muIIi  April  occurred 
mainly  in  the  food  and  drink  yroujis,  the  decrease 
in  whicli  amounted  to  i‘d,oO(), ()()().  Imjiorts  of 
tobacco  in  May  were  valued  at  i'7(lh,0()()  more  than 
in  April,  and  there  was  aii  aftjtrej^ale  increase  in 
raw  materials  of  T l(i”),t)()()  (1  jiei-  cent.),  while 
manufactured  imports  decreased  by  T 1 

The  chanfies  in  imjxnts  of  food,  compared  with 
Ajuil,  iucluded  an  increase  in  ‘•rain  and  flour  of 
i‘l  almost  wholly  due  to  an  inciease  in 

wheat  imports,  the  increase  in  quantity  bein'?  suffi¬ 
cient  to  offset  a  fall  in  average  value  of  about  5 
pel'  cent,  and  leave  this  increase  in  the  aggregate 
value  recorded.  'I'liere  were  increased  imports  of 
cheese,  particularly  from  A"ew  Zealand,  of  butter, 
also  from  AVw  Zealand,  of  fresh  fish,  and  of  early 
jxitatoes  and  other  vegetables,  while  decreases 
occurred  in  tin*  case  of  eggs,  canned  tish,  fruit 
(apj)les  and  oranges  princijiallyt,  lard  and  refined 
edible  oils.  Imports  of  im;at  decreased  in  value  by 
i‘l ,titH ,00(1  compaied  Mith  April,  there  being  re¬ 
duced  quantities  of  refrigerated  beef  and  of  bacon, 
and  lower  average  values  of  these  articles  as  the 
principal  lause  of  the  decrease  for  the  group.  Im¬ 
ports  of  sugar  were  less  than  in  Apiil  by  about 
>lo,0((0  tons  and  t‘0, ')2(f,000,  receijtts  from  both 
(’uba  and  Mauritius  being  on  a  mucli  smaller  scale 
than  in  the  jneceding  month.  Imports  of  tea  ahso 
fell  off,  the  decreases  being  nutst  marked  for  East 
Indian  and  Java  teas,  the  aggregate  (|uanti(y  and 
value  both  falling  oft'  by  about  ‘AS  jier  cent. 

An  import  of  4o0,000  tons  of  coal  is  recorded  for 
the  month,  at  an  average  value  of  (»Ss.  pei'  ton. 
Imjiorts  of  iron  ore,  which  had  fallen  veiy  notably 
in  the  Apiil  record,  were  almost  negligible  in  May, 
an  obvious  consequence  of  the  coal  shortage  and  the 
consequent  shutting  down  of  blast  furnaces.  Im¬ 
ports  of  cojiper  oie  were  also  on  an  extremely  small 
scale.  Imjiorts  of  timber  were  fairly  well  main¬ 
tained  excejit  for  pit-wood,  the  imports  of  which 
wei'e  on  a  scale  only  about  one-seventh  of  that  of 
the  fii'st  three  months  of  the  year.  Haw  cotton  im¬ 
ports  were  greater^  in  quantity  than  in  April  by 
about  4o  per  cent.,  while  the  value  was  only  about 
2-i  per  cent,  greater.  In  sheeji’s  and  lambs’  wool 
theie  was  a  reduction  in  (juantity  of  about  14  per 
cent.,  and  in  value  of  aliout  44  per  cent.,  compared 
with  Ajiril.  Imjiorts  from  Australia  and  the 
Argentine  decreased,  while  those  from  Xew  Zealand 
increased.  Imports  of  oil  seeds  and  of  nuts  and 
kernels  for  crushing  incieased,  compared  with  the 
April  record,  aveiage  values  showing  falls  in  the 
case  of  some  of  the  most  imi»ortant  items,  such  a* 
linseed  and  ground  nuts.  l'’oi-  palm  kernels,  how¬ 
ever,  with  about  the  same  (|uantily  imported,  the 
value  reported  increas»*d  by  about  It)  ptr  cent. 
Imports  of  raw  rubber  in  .May  were  less  than  in 
A])ril  by  2-~>  per  cent.,  and  the  average  value  showed 
a  fall  of  about  b  per  cent. 

In  the  (lass  (d'  articles  wholly  or  mainly  manu¬ 
factured.  the  decrease  of  T I  ,l)lll),l)t)l)  in  May,  com- 
jiared  with  April,  is  widely  sjiread  over  several 
groups,  while  in  the  case  of  some  gioujis  increases 
of  small  amounts  are  shown.  I’or  non-ferrous 
metals  and  manufactures  thereof  the  decrease  is 
t‘4 IS.OOtl.  tor  iron  and  steel  and  manufactures 
th(*reof  TM'JS.tlOl),  for  silk  and  silk  manufactures 
t‘-‘)()S, 1)0(1,  and  for  paper  and  cardboard  £204,000. 
Inci'easi's  of  £1!)4,000  in  rubber  manufaetures  and 
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£104,000  in  cotton  yarns  and  maiuifactures  are 
shown.

E\[)oits  of  coal  as  recorded  at  14,000  tons,  and  a 
value  of  £42, SOI,  foi-  Mav,  are  compared  with 
nearly  0,000, 000  tons,  and  £4,17)0,000,  for 
^lay,  1014,  and  nearly  2,000,000  tons  and 
£4,280,000  in  March  of  the  current  year.  Bunker 
coal  is  recorded  at  184,708  tons  for  the  month  com¬ 
pared  with  over  1,000, 000  tons  in  May,  1914,  and 
over  1,000, 000  tons  in  March  of  this  year.  All  the 
])rincij)al  grou])s  of  manufactured  exjxuts  show  de¬ 
creases  comjiared  with  Ajnil,  exce])t  electrical 
goods  and  aj)])a)atus.  In  this  group  a  very  variable 
item  occurs,  namely,  submarine  telegra])h  and  tele- 
])hone  cables,  the  value  of  which  in  May  was 
£420,000  greater  than  in  .Vpiil,  an  increase  of  110 
per  cent.  Aj)art  from  this  item,  the  group  shows  a 
smaller  value  of  exports  in  May  than  in  April,  as 
in  the  case  of  all  the  other  groups. 

The  decreases  in  value  in  May,  in  which  the 
effect  of  the  coal  dispute  was  fully  felt,  as  compared 
with  Aju'il,  the  record  of  which  only  partly  re¬ 
flected  the  effects  of  the  stoppage,  include 
£4,520,000  decrease  in  cotton  yarns  and  manufac¬ 
tures,  £2,872,000  decrease  in  iron  and  steel  and 
manufactures  thereof,  £1,740,000  decrease  in 
woollen  and  worsted  goods,  £1,491,000  decrease  in 
machinery,  £908,000  decrease  in  vehicles  (includ¬ 
ing  £141,000  decrease  in  new  ships  delivered),  and 
lesser  amounts  in  other  groiips. 

Indications  of  the  effect  of  the  rate  at  which  the 
goods  are  valued,  and  of  the  variations  in  (juantities 
shijiped,  are  afforded  in  the  ca.se  of  the  huger 
changes  noted.  For  cotton  j)iece-goods  the  decrease 
in  value  for  the  month  is  40  per  cent.,  and  the 
deciease  in  s(juare  yardage  ‘22  per  cent.  Cotton 
yarn  exports  show  a  fall  of  less  than  4  per  cent,  in 
weight,  but  of  nearly  12  per  cent,  in  value. 

The  exports  in  the  iron  and  steel  groiip  had  an 
aggregate  weight  of  450,000  tons  in  May,  1914,  and 
in  the  first  (juarter  of  this  year  averaged  184,000 
tons.  In  May  only  99,000  tons  are  recorded.  The 
average  value  recorded  during  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  was  about  £44  10s. .  and  the  average  value 
of  the  May  exports  was  £41  per  ton.  The  compari¬ 
son  of  these  aggregates  is  not  (juite  indicative  of  the 
couise  of  values  in  the  case  of  individual  commodi¬ 
ties,  since  the  reduction  in  tonnage  shipped  is  not 
unifoi'in  for  all  kinds  of  goods.  In  the  case  of 
galvanised  sheets,  the  average  weight  exported 
monthly  in  the  first  (piarter  of  the  year  was 
11,429  tons.  For  May  the  figure  recorded  is  10,679 
tons.  During  the  first  quarter  the  value  averaged 
£488,000  per  month,  in  May  the  recorded  x’alue 
was  £420,000,  In  the  case  of  tinplates,  the  aver¬ 
age  monthly  export  in  the  first  quarter  was  24,805 
tons,  in  May  the  amoiint  was  12,450  tons.  During 
(he  first  (|uarter  the  average  value  declared  was 
about  £54  10s.  ]XM'  ton,  in  ^lay  it  was  £41  10s.  The 
amount  of  railway  material  ex}X)rted  was  42.989 
tons  monthly  on  tl\e  average  of  January  to  March 
hi'^t,  whib*  in  May  the  amount  recoi'ded  was  10,870 
tons.  'The  value  averaged  £1,10‘2,000  monthly 
during  the  first  ipiarter  of  the  year,  and  was 
£004,000  in  ^lay. 

In  the  case  of  machinery  the  value  exported  in 
May  was  £0,294,000  compared  with  £7.784.000  in 
April,  and  an  average  of  £7.254.000  during  the  first 
(|uarter  of  the  year.  I'he  weight  of  this  machinery 
was  4*2,247  tons,  7)4,100  tons,  and  48,082  tons  for 
the  thrc'c  ])eriods  compared.  I’he  evidence  of  re¬ 
duced  prices  is  in  this  case  absent,  since  even  if  the 
value  had  fallen  in  a  notably  greater  ])ercentage 
than  the  weight,  the  aggregate  weight  is  not  of 
its(4f  siu'ii ifica lit  of  tiu'  volunu*  of  the  business  (hme.

FIRES  IN  BRITISH  SHIPS. 


I  INVESTIGATION  BY  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 

In  the  autumn  id'  1919  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  I’rade  (.Mercantile  Marine  Department)  was 
diiected  to  the  number  of  .seiious  fires  which  were 
occun  iny  in  shijis,  and  discussions  took  place  on  5th 
and  18th  Xovemher  at  the  Board  of  'I’rade  with  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Liverpool  TTiderwriters’  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  Lloyd’s.  It  was  decided,  at  these 
meetinys,  that  special  arranyements  should  he 
made  for  Board  of  'I’rade  surveyors  to  investiyate  as 
closely  as  possible  eveiy  I'ase  that  came  within  their 
reach.  Surveyors’  rejiorts  of  114  cases  have  now 
been  received  by  the  Board,  and  have  been 
printed,  toyether  with  a  tabular  statement 
of  all  the  cases  which  occurred  from  1st 
.\uyust,  1919,  to  •list  duly,  1920.  Some  of  the 
vessels  (‘oinerned  h:ive  not  since  been  to  the 
ITiited  Kinydom,  while  others  have  been  lost 
abroad,  and  in  these  cases  reports  may  md  be  ob¬ 
tained.  .\n  analysis  of  the  cases  has  been  made  by 
the  Board’s  Fnyineer  Surveyor  in  (’hief. 

'I'he  reports  and  analysis  have  been  juinted  for 
the  use  of  the  .Mercantile  Marine  Department,  and 
are  not  immediately  available  to  underwriteis  and 
>hi|)owners.  But  in  view  of  the  im|)ovtance  of  the 
in\ est  iyat  ion  it  is  the  intention  (d'  the  Board  to  pub¬ 
lish  the  full  details  throuyh  the  Stationery  ( lllice.

Thi'i’e  ai>]K;ar.s  to  lx*  evidiMiL'c  tliat,  where  iiartly  empty  bunkers  are  tilled  with  coal,  tlie  coal  whicli  has  lieeii  left  in  tlie  hunker  is  lialde  to 
lieeoiiie  overheated  and  to  lire. 

Xeai'ly  all  the  tires  occurred  in  the  hunkers.  These  are  situated  near  the  stokeholds  anil  are  e.^posed  to  the  heat  of  the  stokehold,  whieh 
would  naturally  hasten  the.  priwess  of  spontaneous  eonihiistion. 

.Some  eoal  apiK-ars  sjieeially  liable  to  spontaneous  eonihustion,  as  eseinplitied  by  the  tires  on  the  “Ashanti”  and  “NemlH;.”  The  coal  in 
iioth  eases  was  ti'oin  the  same  souice. 

The  coal  whieh  tired  on  the  “  Siberian  I’rinee  ”  and  on  the  "  X’estris  ”  was.  likewise,  from  oni'  .source. 

In  the  case  of  the  “  Luiiehcro,"  steam  was  used  to  e.\tingnish  the  lire  and  a  succession  of  e.\ plosions  occurred. 

E.\plosions  also  occurred  on  hoard  the  “  ( 'Ian  Skene,'’  in  which  case’  there  is  no  mention  of  steam  ha  villi'  been  used  lor  extinguishing  purposes. 
Explosions  have  oeeiirrcd  when  tires  have  taken  |»laee  on  hoard  ship  in  whieh  no  steam  has  tieeii  ii.sed.  This  has  been  due  to  the  distillation  of 
coal  gas,  by  heat,  whieh,  mixing  with  the  prop-r  proportion  of  .lir,  has  exploileil  on  contact  with  lire.

In  the  “  Lunehurg”  and  “  Sydney,”  both  originally  (human  steamers,  the  coal  had  been  in  the  hunkers  .some  years  ;  the  next  longest  ]>eriiMl 
the  coal  had  been  on  hoard  was  six  months  (“  War  Halifax  ”).  Otherwise,  the  jieriisl  of  heating  until  lire  actually  occurred  appears  to  have  been 
lietweeii  three  weeks  and  three  and  a  half  months.  There  are  exeejitioiial  eases,  however,  viz.,  the  “Clan  Maeinaster,”  in  whieh  the  hunkers 
were  coaled  after  having  been  swept  out,  and  a  lire  broke  out  in  one  hunker  in  four  days’  time  and  in  another  bunker  a  few  days  afterwards  :  the 
“  Vestris,”  in  whieh  the  lire  occurred  wliilst  the  vessel  was  still  in  Hoboken,  the  coaling  port  ;  and  the  ease  of  the  lire  on  the  “  Hakan,”  in 
which  the  cargo  of  gas  coal  took  lire  on  the  short  voyage  from  X'ewcastle  to  Southam))ton. 

Bunkers  should  be  tight,  to  prevent  air  from  passing  through  the  coal  and  thus  providing  oxygen,  the  alisor|ition  of  which  is  attended  with 
overheating  (.see  Reports  Xos.  l.'>  and  .'d*).  I’ldess  the  heat  of  ah.sorption  can  he  carried  otf  as  ijuiekly  as  it  is  generated,  overheating  will  occur, 
(.'oal  reii'aining  in  hunkers  should  be  moved  to  wheie  it  can  he  used  lirst.  Small  coal  is  more  liable  to  spontiiiieous  combustion  than  large  coal. 
Water  is  the  best  medium  for  extinguishing  coal  tires. 

It  might  be  added  that  all  coal  is,  apparently,  liable  to  spontaneous  combustion.  When  it  does  occur  on  board  ship,  it  is  jirohably  due  to 
fortuitous  conditions  in  regard  to  the  rate  and  supjdy  of  air  (oxygen)  and  the  rate  of  escape  of  the  heat  generated.  A  slight  change  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  either  way  may  mean  the  dill'crenec  between  overheating  and  the  aliseiiee  of  it.  Hence  a  ship  may  carry  coal  in  the  hunkers  without  fires 
oeciirring  over  a  long  period  of  j'ears.

CANADA. 


DIHEOTIOX  OF  TK.VDM  IX  IJlL’d-LH. 

Some  interesting  eomparisons  are  furnished  by  a  survey 
of  statistics  dealing  with  Canadian  imports  and  ex|)()rts  by 
countries  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  ,31st  March,  1921.  As 
far  as  inter-Fanpire  trade  is  concerned,  a  marked  increase 
in  tlie  imports  from  tlie  United  Kingdom,  the  British  AAest 
Indies,  British  Guiana,  Hong  Kong  and  the  F’iji  Islands 
are  the  oiit.standiug  features,  in  eomparison  with  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year,  states  the  “  Weekly  Bulletin  ”  of  tlie 
Canadian  Department  of  Ti’ade  and  Commerce.  A  marked 
falling  off  in  the  imports  from  -Australia  and  British  South 
.Africa  are  the  most  noticeable,  perhaps,  of  tlie  decreases. 
In  regard  to  exports,  large  incroa.ses  are  to  he  found  in 
C-'anadian  trade  with  Britisli  South  .Africa,  .Viistralia, 
New  Zealand  and  the  British  AVest  Indies,  while  smaller 
increases  concern  F’gypt,  Bermuda,  Hong  Kong,  Newfound¬ 
land,  and  the  Straits  Settlements.  Owing  to  exchange  diffi¬ 
culties,  both  imports  from  and  exports  to  British  India 
have  declined,  which  it  is  to  be  pre.sumed  is  of  a  temporary 
nature,  waiting  rather  on  the  clearing  of  the  acute  ex¬ 
change  problems  of  the  past  year. 

Ch.\ngf.s  in  Trade  B.\LAXt'E.s. 

Foreign  countries  also  reveal  the  same  marked  shifting 
of  trade  balances.  Canadian  imports  from  and  exports  to  the 
ITiited  States  are  still  on  the  upward  curve,  with  the  same 
striking  preponderance  in  recent  years  of  imports  over 
exports.  The  following  eonntries  were  the  next  largest  ini- 
jiorters  from  Canada:  Cuba,  France,  Switzerland,  Jajian, 
and  San  Domingo.  Some  sliglit  changes  since  the  previous 
fiscal  year’s  trade  in  regard  to  their  figures  should  be  noted. 
Cuba  has  increased  her  shipments  to  Canada  by  over 
1.3, (XX), 000  dols.  F’rance  has  nearly  doubled  her  exports  to 
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Canada,  while  there  has  been  a  slight  decline  in  the  imports 
from  Japan  and  San  Domingo.  The  largest  markets  offered 
for  Canadian  exports  among  foreign  countries  after  that 
of  the  ITnited  States  were  those  of  Italy,  Belgium,  France, 
and  the  Netherlands.  Exports  to  Germany  took  on  a  new 
lease  of  life  with  the  re-opening  of  trade  relationships,  and 
show  an  increase  of  over  7,000,000  dols.  above  the  last  fiscal 
year’s  total.  The  Spanisli  market  now  buys  more  than 
i),000,0(X)  dols.  worth  of  Canadian  goods,  while  before  the 
war  its  purchases  were  only  valued  at  177,313  dols.  The 
strengthening  of  Canadian  trade  with  Mexico  is  also  pro¬ 
nounced  tliis  year,  owing  no  doubt  to  that  country’s  goverii- 
meuta!  re-establishment  on  a  permanent  basis.  As  far  as 
Oriental  markets  are  concernetl  for  Canadian  products, 
while  China  bought  decidedly  less  than  last  year,  on  the 
other  hand  there  is  a  striking  increase  in  Canadian  exports 
to  the  Dutch  Fast  Indies,  revealing  a  growth  of  nearly  a 
million  dollars  in  value.  The  past  year  was  also  marked  by 
the  phenomenally  heavy  purchases  of  Canatlian  produce  by 
Italy  and  Belgium,  the  former  country  showing  an  increase 
of  over  40,(XX),0(X)  dols.  in  its  purchases  of  Canadian  mer- 
chaiulise,  while  the  latter  had  ox  er  10, 000, 000  dols.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  heaviest  falling  away  in  exjmrts  is  reconleil 
in  the  case  of  France.  Here  there  is  a  deciease  of  nearly 
34,000,0(K)  dols.  since  the  previous  fiscal  year,  and  of 
59,000,000  dols.  from  1919.  Present  exports  to  France  are, 
however,  over  eight  times  as  heavy  as  they  were  in  the  year 
1914,  so  that  it  does  not  appear  that  ground  has  been  lost 
in  that  country,  but  that  during  the  war  naturally  the 
demand  for  all  C'anadian  products  was  abnormal. 

lucrcast's  and  decreases  between  the  figures  of  values  for 
the  j)ast  fiscal  year  and  previous  years  should  be  treated 
with  a  certain  amount  of  reserve,  as,  owing  to  price  reces¬ 
sions,  deductions  drawn  from  them  may  be  .somewhat  mis¬ 
leading.

’The  atlverse  balances  left  as  a  result  of  business  during 
the  .luly-February  term  in  1920-21  with  overseas  countries 
XI ere  £18,3.35,479  against  \'ictoria,  and  £17,712,994 — or 
£022,485  less  against  New  South  Wales.

3HUTJSH  MANUFACTURERS  AND 
HYDRO-El.ECTRIC  SCHEMES. 

{From  II. M.  Trade  Commissioner.) 

Wellixgto.v. 

In  an  article  on  hydro-electric  development  the  “  New 
Zealand  Journal  of  (’ommerce,”  the  official  organ  of  the 
Auckland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  expresses  the  view  that 
British  manufacturers  are  now  well  in  possession  of  the 
market  in  New  Zealand  for  electrical  machinery  and  sup- 
j)lies,  a  ])u.sition  held  for  .some  time  past  by  the  ITnited 
States.  With  the  establishment  of  Government  schemes  and 
many  important  subsidiary  ones,  jxroduction  of  hytlro- 
electric  power  promises  to  be  a  substantial  and  continually 
expanding  branch  of  trade,  and,  in  view  of  the  prevalent 
shortage  of  coal,  it  is  pointed  out  that  delay  in  bringing 
to  completion  the  various  .schemes  should  be  minimised  as 
much  as  possible. 

With  regard  to  the  .Auckland  section  of  the  Government 
hydro-electric  scheme  for  North  Island,  the  writer  is  of 
the  opinion  that  in  view  of  the  great  potential  market  for 
electric  power  in  the  district  the  work  should  have  pre¬ 
ference  ox'er  other  undertakings  of  a  similar  nature. 

.\s  the  City  of  .4uckland  is  in  close  proximity  to  Manukau 
Harbour,  the  tidal  (rouditions  of  which  are  almost  (xarullel 
with  those  obtaining  in  the  Bristol  Channel,  the  develo])- 
meiit  of  the  Severn  hydro-electric  scheme  xvill  be  xvatclied 
with  keen  interest  in  that  city,  with  a  viexv  to  similar 
plans  being  eventually  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
Nexv  Zealand  estuary.

The  statistics  of  French  foreign  trade  for  the  first  four 
months  of  1921  show  a  great  diminution  in  imports  and  a 
considerable  increase  in  exports  compared  xxith  the  x-orre- 
spoiiding  period  of  1920. 

'I'he  figures,  according  to  the  “  .Journal  Officiel,”  are  as

(If  the  decrease  in  im|)orts,  no  less  than  2,284  million 
francs  are  accounted  for  by  reduction  in  purchases  of  raw 
material.  3’he  balance  of  trade  is  much  more  favourable  to 
France  than  in  the  previous  year  at  the  same  date;  French 
imports  in  1920  exceeded  ex|).orts  by  (5, (5.50  million  francs, 
whereas  this  year  the  situation  has  been  reversed  and  ex¬ 
ports  exceed  imports  by  282  million  francs. 

In  the  month  of  .\pril  ini|xorts  are  lower  by  1,(582  million 
francs  than  in  the  corres|)onding  month  of  19^),  and  exports 
higher  by  149  million  francs.  'I’here  has  been  a  reduction  in 
imports  of  foodstuffs  to  the  amount  of  453  million  francs,  a 
fact  which  tends  to  show  that  France  is  becoming  more  and 
more  self-supporting.  A  diminution  of  (582  million  francs  in 
|)urchases  of  raw  materials  indicates  that  there  has  been  no 
revival  of  manufactures.

FoREHtN  TRADE.  JANUARY-MARCH. 

Statistics  of  tlio  foreign  trade  of  Finland  during  the 
first  quarter  of  tiie  c  urrent  year  do  not  reveal  much  change 
from  those  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1920,  cvhen  the 
value  of  imports  totalled  721,889,023  Finnish  marks,  and 
the  value  of  exports  was  200,658,120  Finnish  marks  (see 
the  “  Journal,”  22nd  July,  1920,  p.  98).  It  is  worthy  of 
note,  perhaps,  that  the  Fnited  States,  which  occupied  the 
second  position  among  countries  importing  from  Finland  in 
the  earlier  period,  receded  to  fourth  place  in  the  past 
quarter. 

The  following  figures,  extractcul  from  the  Official 
Statistic'S  of  Finland,  give  in  detail  the  values  of  imports 
and  exjmrts  during  the  period  under  review

INJirSTRIAE  CONDITIONS  IN  IIAVARIA.

Munich. 

Tlie  general  situation  has  not  inii)rovecl,  states  the  “  Miin- 
chener  Neneste  Nachricliten.”  While  firms  are  no  longer 
sullering  from  a  lack  of  C'oal  and  raw  materials,  the  de¬ 
pression  in  foreign  markets  which  sc't  in  almost  universally 
in  the  middle  of  1920  has  not  yet  passed  away.  The  ‘‘  sanc¬ 
tions  ”  have  closeil  considc'rahh'  markets,  and  the  new 
t'ustorns  fronti('r  has  hampered  and  tlirc'atenc'd  with  extinc'- 
tion  c'oinmercial  intercourse  with  the  Hhineland.  Some 
firms  have  attc'inptc'd  to  direc-t  their  activities  towards  the 
East  and  South-East,  hut  have  made  little  headway,  owing 
to  the  commercial  and  ]>()litical  conditions  in  those  coun¬ 
tries.  'I’lu'  l''rankfort  Fair  contirnu'd  hy  its  indifferent 
success  the  rc'ports  of  trade  depression  among  tin*  various 
liavarian  centre's  of  industry. 

The  situation  in  individual  industries  is  frecjuentlv  un¬ 
favourable.  In  the  machinery  industry,  for  example,  large 
C'ontracts,  especially  from  M’estern  (Jermany,  have  been 
cancelled  owing  to  the  ”  sanctions.”  There'  is  ne>  lack  of 
coal  and  raw  materials.  On  the  other  hanel,  the  loceimotive 
anel  railway  carriage  industry  is  nieire  faxourahly  jilaeoel 
as  it  is  still  e'lnpleiye’d  em  old  c'ontraots.  In  the  eye-lc'  inelustrv 
em]jle^vment  is  goeiel  eemsidering  the  season,  hut  the  motor 
car  industry  is  comiilaining  of  a  laek  of  orelers,  as  also  is 
the  piano  inelustrv.  In  the  metal  industries  the  number  of 
contracts  has  diminished.  Some  works  are  short  of  certain 
qualities  of  high  grade  coal,  but  generally  the  lack  of  em¬ 
ployment  is  due  to  the  absence  of  home  and  foreign  orders. 


fi7.‘{ 
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The  toy  industry  of  Nuremberg  lias  suffered  particularly 
through  the  decline  in  the  export  trade  and  prices  have 
had  to  be  reduced  in  view  of  increasing  foreign  competi¬ 
tion.  The  ”  sanctions  ”  have  completely  stopped  all  bn.si- 
ness  with  the  United  Kingdom,  France  and  Belgium,  and 
the  orders  booked  at  the  lieip/.ig  and  F’rankfort  F'airs  have 
not  been  executed.  The  mathematical  instruments  industry 
is  .sufficiently  supplied  with  raw  materials  and  fuel,  but  the 
c'ost  of  the  former  has  made  a  reduction  in  prices  impossible. 
Wages  were  increased  in  F’ebruarx'.  Home  demand  is 
negligible,  and  the  ‘‘  sanctions  ”  have  clo.sed  the  Western 
markets,  which  had  shown  a  fair  demand.  The  fine  mechan¬ 
ical  and  optical  industries  are  doing  very  badly.  The 
cancelling  of  large  orders  from  the  Entente  countries  and 
the  small  domestic  di'inaml  have  led  to  the  renewed  curtail¬ 
ment  of  work. 

in  the  chemical  industry  the  blasting  powder  section  is 
com|iaratively  well  emjiloyed.  The  colour  and  lacquer  in¬ 
dustries  of  Schweinfurt  and  Wnr/burg  have  suffered 
through  the  set-back  in  tbe  metal,  wood,  and  machine  in¬ 
dustries,  on  whose  requirements  they  depend  to  a  large 
extent.  Some  works  are  still  able  to  produce  without  cur¬ 
tailment  because  they  are  able  to  export.  The  ‘‘  sanc¬ 
tions,”  however,  are  .severely  felt.  In  the  electrical  and 
electro-technical  industries  there  is  no  demand  for  high- 
power  installations,  but  the  demand  for  low  voltage  instal¬ 
lations  from  foreign  countries  is  brisk. 

The  [lottery  and  earthenware  industries  in  the  Upper  Pala¬ 
tinate  and  in  Upper  F’raiuronia  have  again  suffered  a  set¬ 
back.  The  home  demand  is  very  small  and  the  export  busi¬ 
ness  has  almost  ceased.  Business  w  ith  Erance  and  Belgium, 
the  most  inqiortant  customers,  was  reviving  some  months 
ago,  but  has  now  been  killed  by  the  “  sanctions.”  Owing  to 
an  increase  in  xvages  jirices  had  to  be  increased  by  10  per 
cent.  The  labour  situation  has  now  become  steady,  and  it 
is  to  b«'  noti'd  that  much  pieci'work  is  being  done. 

The  boot  industry  of  Pirmascns  has  been  fully  onijiloved 
on  old  contracts,  but  factories  iii  Ujiper  Erancouia  complain 
of  the  hu'k  of  export  business.  'I'lie.  textile  industry  is  .still 
doing  well,  and  especially  sineral  weaving  mills  in  Up,[)er 
FVanconia  and  at  Augsburg  have  large  contracts.  The 
clothing  industry  at  Aschaffenburg  is  short  of  orders, 
though  it  has  sufficient  raw  material. 

Trade  in  articles  manufactured  from  wood  is  in  a  state 
of  stagnation.  The  export  from  Nuremberg  of  brushes  and 
pencils  has  been  severely  restricted  by  the  ”  sanctions.” 
Several  concerns  are  consequently  again  working  for  stock. 
The  supply  of  raw  materials  is  ample.  In  the  furniture  in¬ 
dustry  there  is  a  complete  standstill. 

Breweries  at  Munich  and  in  Northern  Bav.aria  are 
greatly  hampered  by  (lovernment  restrictions.  However, 
some  orders  have  been  booked  for  Italy  and  some  formerly 
neutral  countries.  The  market  in  hops  is  dull  in  spite  of 
repeated  reductions  in  [irices. 

The  transport  business  has  suffered  in  consequence  of  the 
general  situation.  The  arts  industry  of  Munich  has  been 
unable  to  obtain  any  orders  of  importance  and  the  film  in¬ 
dustry  is  fighting  for  existence. 

The  [licture  of  Bavarian  industry  as  a  whole  is  one  of  deep 
gloom  and  uncertainty  as  to  the  future.

FRENCH  TOGOLAND. 


TRADE  SITUATION  IN  JANUARY. 

{From  ll.M.  Consul-General.)

The  newly-acquired  F’rench  West  African  territory,  form¬ 
ing  part  of  what  was  formerly  German  Togoland,  has  not 
as  yet  had  time  to  set  on  foot  anything  in  the  nature  of 
a  .statistical  dejiartment,  and  therefore  information  rela¬ 
tive  to  trading  activities  is  a  little  uncertain.  The  follow¬ 
ing  particulars,  however,  give  some  idea  of  the  more  im¬ 
portant  articles  of  import  and  export.

It  is  stated  that,  comparing  tlie  foregoing  figures  with 
those  relating  to  preceding  mouths,  imports  of  textiles  show 
a  striking  shrinkage,  arising  probably  from  the  increasing 
popularity  of  shawlings  of  French  colonial  manufacture 
known  as  “  Guineas,”  which,  if  of  inferior  quality,  are  con¬ 
siderably  cheaper  than  British  articles  of  the  same  class.

It  is  stated  that  the  jjroduction  of  native  prodmts  is 
declining.  This  is  consequent  upon  the  heavy  fall  of 
general  prices  in  Furopean  markets,  which  have  resultetl 
111  native  cultivators,  who  regard  themselves  as  being  in¬ 
sufficiently  remunerated  by  present  offers  for  their  crops, 
refusing  in  many  cases  to  sell,  and  in  many  others  in  their 
allowing  land  to  go  out  of  cultivation.  It  may  be  added 
that  the  same  difhculties  are  being  experienced  in  all  the 
divisions  of  French  West  Africa,  and  these  arise  largely  in 
the  first  place  from  the  ignorance  of  the  native  producers 
of  the  fact  that  their  remuneration  must  be  governed  by 
prices  realised  in  Furopean  markets,  and  in  the  second 
from  their  suspicion  that  the  low  return  offered  for  their 
produce  in  Africa  is  the  outcome  of  a  conspiracy  among  the 
exporting  houses  to  enrich  themselves  at  their  expense. 
The  natives  further  see  with  helpless  indignation  that, 
while  their  receipts  from  produce  are  rapidly  dwindling, 
the  prices  of  all  articles  of  lOuropeaii  manufacture,  for 
many  of  which  they  have  acquired  a  strong  taste,  remain 
stationary,  but  with  a  decided  temlency  to  harden.  They 
feel,  therefore,  confirmed  in  their  belief  that  they  are  the 
victims  of  exploitation,  and,  as  a  result,  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  West  African  export  figures,  for  some  time  to 
come,  are'  destined  to  show  a  striking  downward  curve.

No  decision  has  as  yet  been  reached  as  to  whether  the 
funds  required  for  this  expenditure  will  be  raised  by  the 
issue  of  further  debentures  or  by  the  calling  up  of  unpaid 
instalments  due  on  the  company’s  shares.

THE  DEC'EINE  IN  EXFOKTS  OF 
.MAXFFAI’TUKEl)  OOODS. 

'I'he  decline  in  world  purchasing  power  is  now  being  seri- 
oii'.ly  felt  by  .Aineriian  manufacturers.  Their  total  exjuirt-- 
in  the  month  of  .April,  says  a  statement  by  the  National 
City  Hank  of  Nc'w  A’ork,  were  only  171, 000, (KK)  dols.  in 
value,  as  against  3o2,000,0(M)  dols.  in  the  same  month  of 
last  year.  .March  was  as  bad,  having  totalleil  only 
190.0t)0,(K)0  dols.  as  against  390,000,000  dols.  in  March  of 
the  preceding  year.  February  was  not  as  bad  as  March  or 
.April,  the  total  for  that  month  being  204,000,000  dols. 
against  310,000,000  dols.  in  February  of  last  year,  while 
January,  1921,  showed  an  actual  increase  over  January, 
1920.  It  is  in  the  three  months  February-.A])ril  that  the 
sudden  and  startling  fall  off  in  exports  of  manufactures  is 
shown.  January  exports  were,  in  fact,  24  per  cent,  larger 
than  those  of  January  of  tlic  preceding  year,  hut  February 
showed  a  decline  of  15  per  cent.,  March  a  fall  of  51  per 
cent.,  and  .April  a  like  fall,  of  51  per  cent.,  in  the  value  of 
manufactures  exported  as  compari'd  with  the  corresponding 
mouth  of  1920. 

These  figures,  adds  the  bank’s  statement,  of  course,  relate 
to  values  only.  Douiitless  a  considerable  proportion  of  the 
decline,  perhaps  as  much  as  one-half,  occurs  as  a  result  of 
a  fall  in  prices  of  the  articles  expoited.  I’nhleached  cotton 
cloths,  for  example,  were  exported  at  10  cents  a  yard 
in  March,  1921,  as  compared  with  22  cents  in  the  saim* 
month  of  last  year,  and  bleached  cottons  10  cents  a  yard 
against  25  cents  in  March  one  year  earlier;  sole  leather 
went  at  40  cents  per  lb.  in  March,  1921,  against  57  cents  in 
-M  arch,  1920,  and  goat  and  kid  “  uppers  ”  at  Ao  cents  a 
lb.,  against  70  cents  in  March  of  last  year;  while  men's 
boots  were  exported  at  an  average  price  of  2" 7.5  dols.  jioi- 
pail’  in  .March,  1921,  as  against  5  dols.  per  pair  in  March, 
1920 

.Automobiles,  chemicals,  cotton  manufactures,  and  rubber 
manufactures  show'  the  hiirgest  decline  in  ex|)orts  when 
measured  by  inices,  the  fall  off  in  value  of  automobiles  ex¬ 
ported  in  .March  being  78  per  cent.,  the  total  in  that  month 
having  been  only  (>,31 1,0(K)  dols.,  against  2^),027,(KK)  dols.  in 
the  same  month  of  the  jireceding  year,  these  figures  includ¬ 
ing  automobiles  and  parts  thereof.  In  number,  the  pas¬ 
senger  cars  exported  showed  a  total  of  but  2,019  as  against 
14,(X)5  in  the  same  month  of  1920,  and  commercial  cars  GOO 
against  3,127  in  March  of  last  year.  Cotton  manufactures 
as  a  whole  show  for  March  a  reduction  of  79  per  cent,  in 
value  as  i-ompared  with  .March  of  last  year,  the  total  stand¬ 
ing  at  only  9,190.(X)0  dols.  against  39,2.30,(X)0  dols.  in  March, 
15)20.  Cotton  cloths  show  a  total  value  of  5.2.30,(XK)  dols., 
against  22,81  l.fKK)  dols.  in  .March  of  last  year,  the  quantity, 
however,  showing  a  much  smaller  percentage  of  decline,  the 
total  number  of  yards  exported  being  .‘1.3,021,000,  against 
87,71  1,(KK)  yards  in  .March,  1920,  a  fall  of  77  per  cent,  in 
value  and  02  per  cent,  in  (|uantity.  Iron  and  steel  and 
mineral  oil  show  a  less  decline,  the  fall  off  in  value  of 
.Ma  rch  exports  of  iron  and  steel  being  but  41  jier  cent.,  ami 
that  of  refined  mineral  oil  in  all  forms  20  per  cent. 

The  above  figuri's  of  exports  in  .March,  which  are  the 
latest  for  which  details  are  now  available,  are  apparently  a 
fairly  close  index  of  the  large  decline  in  .A|)ril,  in  which  the 
jiercentage  of  fall,  as  I’ornpared  with  the  corresponding 
month  of  the  preceding  year,  is  practically  identkal  with 
that  of  March,  the  fall  off  in  each  of  the  two  months  in 
question  having  been  51  jier  cent,  when  compared  with  the 
corresponding  month  of  1920. 

These  declines  in  the  exports  of  manufactures  occur  in  the 
trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world.

the  preceding  vear;  South  America  28,000,000  dols.  against 
r,4,000,(KX)  dols*.;  Oceania  1.5,000,000  dols.  against  20,0o0,000 
dols.;  Africa  9,000,000  tlols.  against  17,000,000  dols.;  and 
North  .Vmerica  90,000,000  dols.  against  153,000,000  dols. 
To  Europe,  where  the  exports  consist  chiefly  of  manufac¬ 
turing  material  and  food,  the  total  for  March  stands  at 
199,000,000  dols.  against  405,000,000  dols.  in  March  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  this  is  largely  explained  by  the  fact 
that  United  States  exports  of  raw  material  for  use  in  manu¬ 
facturing,  of  which  Europe  is  the  chief  buyer,  stood  in 
April,  1921,  at  only  57,0(X),000  dols.  against  175,000,000  dols. 
in  .Vpril  of  last  year,  the  fall  off  in  exports  of  raw  material 
in  A[)ril  being  (i7  per  cent.,  and  most  of  that  occurring  in 
the  movement  to  Europe.  The  April  import  figures  show  a 
reiim  tion  of  57  jicr  cent,  in  the  value  of  raw  manufacturing 
material  entering  the  country,  43  per  cent,  fall  in  food¬ 
stuffs,  and  43  per  cent,  reduction  in  manufactures. 


DKCIJXK  IX  ('(IMMOJIITY  IMMf'ES. 

Tile  National  Hank  of  Commerce  of  New  York  writes 
that,  in  theii'  \  iew,  recent  increases  in  the  wholesale  prices 
of  certain  commodities  do  not  indicate  a  new  period  of 
rising  \alnes.  They  do,  liowever,  show  that  the  violent 
geneial  dec  line  in  raw  materials  is  definitely  at  an  eiitl. 
.Many  inditidnal  commodities  will  show  considerable  fur¬ 
ther  revisions,  it  is  believed,  but  the  general  movement  has 
reached  a  level  at  which  manufacturers  may  tlo  business  on 
the  basis  of  their  own  requirements  irrespective  of  the 
market  prices  of  unrelated  commodities. 

Of  the  2()  representative  commodities  quoted  monthly  by 
the  National  Hank  of  Commerce  in  New  Y’ork  in  its  maga¬ 
zine,  “  Commerce  Monthly,”  the  Vice-President  of  the 
Hank  points  out,  lb  showetl  increases  in  May  over  the  pre¬ 
ceding  month,  while  four  stood  still,  and  only  six  con¬ 
tinued  to  decline.  These  increases  should  not  be  construed 
as  indicating  a  new  period  of  rising  prices.  Some  of  them 
are  .seasonal  in  character,  and  others  reflect  a  tendency  to¬ 
ward  stabilisation  on  the  part  of  commodities  which  in  the 
general  decline  that  began  in  the  spring  of  1920  may  have 
fallen  below  a  fair  valuation.  'I'he  increases  are  important, 
however,  binause  they  demonstrate  that  the  process  of 
liipndation  has  reached  a  point  where  raw  materials  are 
beginning  to  react  to  conditions  in  their  own  individual 
markets.  Noi'inally  the  price  movement  of  every  commodity 
is  determined  primarily  by  the  status  of  its  own  market  and 
that  of  commodities  immediately  related  to  it.  Only  in 
boom  periods  or  during  violent  tlejiressions  are  prices 
affected  more  by  the  general  movement  than  by  these  in¬ 
dividual  factors.  M'hat  has  happened  now  is  a  return  to¬ 
ward  normal  conditions.  Henceforth,  commodities  may  bo 
exjii'cted  to  fluctuate  in  obedience  to  the  influemes  of 
specific  supply  ami  demand.  Many  prices  have  stabilised. 
This  do('s  not  mean  that  there  will  not  be  further  declines. 
'I'hey  may  be  expected  in  many  lines,  and  commodities  which 
have  not  yet  been  adjiisteil  will  receiie  no  support  from 
others  that  ha\e  remhed  a  stable  footing.  In  their  decline, 
they  will  not  force  down  commodities  in  which  deflation  has 
alnnuly  occurred. 

Index  numbers  have  not  yet  disclosed  the  end  of  the 
general  jirice  change  in  the  market  for  raw  materials,  due 
to  the  fact  that  all  such  numbers  in  use  contain  quotations 
for  a  large  number  of  commodities  in  fairly  advanced 
stages  of  manufacture,  and  in  some  cases  ready  for  con- 
sum|)tion.  'Phere  is  a  considerable  lag  between  declines  in 
raw  materials  and  in  finished  goods,  and  when  quotations 
from  these  two  grou|)s  are  combineil  the  declines  in  manu¬ 
factured  goods  are  sufficient  to  obscure  the  trend  of  basic 
material  jirices. 

While  the  violent  general  decline  in  raw  materials  and 
related  products  is  over,  this  does  not  preclude  a  slow 
decline  for  a  period  of  years.  Such  a  decline  wouhl  be  no 
menace  to  sound  business.  It  is  jiossible  in  such  a  period 
to  carry  on  .sound  manufacturing  and  merchandising  ojiera- 
tions  with  profit.  Gradually  falling  (irices  over  a  period  of 
years  would  not  materiallv  affect  the  price  movement  of 
«-ommodities  over  such  |)(>riods  as  are  usually  necessary  for 
these  operations.  The  |)re.sent  generation  of  .American 
business  men,  in  the  view  of  the  Vice-President  of  the 
Hank,  has  been  unduly  alarmed  by  the  downward  temlencies 
of  prices.  Rising  prices  are  not  necessary  to  jirosperity,  and 
a  slow  downward  movement  is  discouraging  only  to  reckless 
speculative  activities.

MEASUREMENT  OF  STITFS. 

(Front  11. M.  ('htirye  dWffoires.) 

Santo  Domingo. 

The  Governinent  of  the  Dominican  Depublic  have  issued 
orders  to  the  effect  that,  as  the  tonnage  regulations  in  use 
in  Great  Hritaiii  are  substantially  in  accordance  with  those 
of  the  Dominican  Dejmblic,  ships  measured  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Dritish  Degulations  need  not  be  re-measured 
in  Dominica,  provided  they  have  official  documents  showing 
their  tonnage  as  determined  by  the  British  authorities. 


JAPAN. 

HARBOUR  AVORKS.  ETC.,  AT  .MO-II  AND 
SH  I.MONOSEKI. 

(From  thf  Contnterciul  C’otittxrllor  to  II. M.  KinJtossy.) 

Tokio. 

The  Diet  has  sanctioned  an  apjiropriation  of  fiiinls  for 
harbour,  reclamation,  and  other  works  at  Shimonoseki  to 
the  amount  of  3, 600, (XX)  yen,  and  at  Moji  to  the  amount  of 
4,050,000  yen. 

These  sums  are  for  preliminary  work,  to  be  sjiread  over  a 
period  of  six  years.  In  Moji  it  is  proposed  to  reclaim  and 
re-arrange  the  water-front  so  as  to  provide  space  for  a 
wide  road,  an  area  for  warehouses,  a  mooring  wall  1,4(X) 
yards  long,  a  coaling  berth,  and  the  usual  appurtenances  of 
cranes,  etc.  In  Shimonoseki  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out  re¬ 
clamation  and  reinforcement  of  the  water-front  and  to  con- 
.struct  a  small  dock. 

The  sums  mentioned  above  are  obviously  insufficient  for 
a  scheme  of  any  great  dimensions;  a  comprehensive  plan 
which  would  .solve  the  problem  of  furnishing  a  safe  and  con¬ 
venient  harbour,  making  full  use  of  the  terminal  railway 
facilities,  and  concentrating  in  one  place  the  now'  diffused 
activities  of  the  two  ports,  does  not  appear  as  yet  to  have 
been  seriously  considered. 

Some  very  imposing  schemes  have  been  talked  about,  but 
have  presented  difficulties  whicli  so  far  have  proved  insuper¬ 
able.  As  for  the  proposed  tunnel  under  the  Shimonoseki 
Straits  (see  the  “  .Journal  ”  of  8th  .January,  1920,  p.  53), 
it  is  stated  in  some  quarters  that  it  is  to  assist  foreign  trade, 
in  others  that  it  is  for  national  defence,  and  in  still  others 
that  it  is  to  facilitate  communications  between  Kyushu  and 
the  mainland.  It  does  not  appear  clear,  however,  that  it 
would  make  much  difference  to  national  defenc'e,  nor  how  it 
would  assist  foreign  trade.  So  long  as  the  bulk  of  the 
cargo  of  foreign-going  ships  is  carried  to  or  from  Central 
Jajian,  shijis  will  go  to  ports  in  Central  .Japan,  and  will 
call  at  Moji  only  for  coal.  The  tunnel  will  not  help  the 
coal,  for  it  is  already  on  the  Moji  side. 

.\s  for  the  trade  between  Kyushu  and  the  mainland,  it 
is  certainly  active,  but  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  its  volume 
wouhl  justify  the  cost  of  a  tunnel,  which  would  have  only 
a  limited  carrying  cajiacity,  and  would  not  be  used  for 
transporting  the  |irincipal  commodity,  coal,  which  passes 
across  the  Straits. 

It  is  considered  possible  that  the  tunnel  scheme  will  be 
gradually  dropped,  at  least  for  the  present.  It  may  be 
revived  later  if  money  becomes  very  plentiful;  but  even 
so,  there  are  great  technical  difficulties  to  overcome.

RAILWAY  CLAIMS  FOR  APRIL. 

'I’he  accompunying  statement,  issued  by  tlie  Ministry  of 
Transport,  stiows  the  Kailway  Companies’  claims  against 
tlie  State,  put  forward  under  the  agreements  made  in  tlie 
years  1914-1917  iiudusive,  in  respect  of  the  month  of  April, 
*1921. 

The  (lovernment  liability  as  claimed  of  over  £9,o00,000  is 
far  greater  than  in  any  previous  month  of  control.  Apart 
from  the  already  existing  depression  in  trade,  the  stopj)age 
in  the  coal  mines  has  had  a  most  disastrous  effect  upon  rail¬ 
way  receipts.  The  claim  includes  the  full  net  receipts 
earned  by  the  com|)anies  in  the  corresponding  month  of 
1913. 

The  results  of  the  Irish  companies  continue  to  be  ad¬ 
versely  affected  by  the  disturbed  .state  of  the  country. 

The  claims  cover  expenditure  charged  during  the  month 
and  also  include  the  licjuidation  of  liabilities  arising  j)rior 
to  the  month  but  charged  in  the  current  claim,  including 
about  £1,390,000  in  resj)ect  of  maintenance  performed  in 
excess  of  1913  standard,  and  of  arrears  of  maintenance

The 
output  of  the  colleries  situated  in  Yamaguchi  Prefecture  has 
been  included  in  the  totals,  because  these  may  conveniently 
be  regarded  as  forming  part  of  the  coal-field  of  South- 
Western  Japan: —

The  above  table  does  not  take  into  account  the  output  of 
privately  owned  mines.  These  are  all  small,  producing,  as 
a  rule,  not  mere  than  five  or  ten  thousand  tons  each  per 
annum.  Man}’  of  them  closed  down  in  the  latter  half  of 
1920,  and  the  decrease  in  total  output  is,  therefore,  more 
than  is  shown  in  the  above  table. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  decrea.se  is  due  entirely 
to  market  conditions,  and  in  no  instance  to  labour  difficul¬ 
ties.  This  is  borne  out  by  tlie  fact  that  the  monthly  statis¬ 
tics  show  the  reduction  to  have  taken  place  towards  the  end 
of  1920,  when  severe  commercial  depression  had  become 
general.  .At  this  period  a  number  of  important  mines 
closed  down  partly  or  entirely.

POSITION  OF  THE  FLAX  INDUSTRY. 

(From  If.M.  Vice-('otisul.) 

Hakod.\te. 

The  cultii  ation  of  flax  in  Japan  is  still  all  but  restricted 
to  the  Xorthern  Island  (Hokkaido).  In  the  Xortliern  part 
of  the  Main  island,  where  the  crop  has  been  tried  with  in¬ 
different  success  at  various  times  in  the  past,  a  fairly  steady 
yield  has  been  obtained  each  year  since  1917,  but  official 
statistir-s  for  the  I’refecture  of  Iwate  (average  area  under 
cultii  ation,  oCK)  acres,  average  annual  yield  8(K3,(KK)  lb.  of 
straw)  indicate  a  disinclination  to  grow  this  plant,  which  is 
no  new  feeling  among  Japanese  farmers,  and  which  is  doubt¬ 
less  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  there  has  never  yet  been 
an  open  market  for  this  raw  material  in  .Japan.  The  official 
returns  for  Hokkaido  from  1914  to  1920  inclusive  are  as

leaves  much  to  be  desired  as  regards  yield  of  fibre  per  acre 
sown,  the  average  at  the  present  time,  according  to  a  local 
expert,  being  little  more  than  200  lb.  as  compared  with 
about  4.50  lb.  in  Ireland.  This  inferiority  is  attributed 
mainly  to  carelessness  in  the  selection  of  seed,  but  undoubt¬ 
edly  bad  farming  (and  especially  lack  of  attention  to  weed¬ 
ing)  is  partly  responsible.  Considerable  attention  is  now 
being  jiaid  to  the  question  of  .seed  selection  by  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department  of  the  Hokkaiilo  Government  and  others 
interested  in  the  Jajianese  linen  manufacturing  industry, 
and  there  is  talk  of  in.stituting  a  rigid  system  of  inspection, 
but  some  anxiety  is  being  occasioned  by  the  attitude  of  the 
farmers,  who,  too  late  now  that  the  war  boom  is  over,  are 
beginning  to  co-operate  with  a  view  to  commanding  higher 
prices  for  their  jiroduce,  basing  their  contentions,  and  ])laiis 
'  Lir  the  future,  on  the  inflated  prices  which  they  ought  to 
have  got  (but  did  not  get)  from  the  spinning  companies  for 
their  flax  straw  during  the  last  few  years. 

Fokmation  anu  Ob.ject8  of  Flax  Duf.sskhs’  Grii.n. 

Hitherto  the  separation  of  the  fibre  from  the  straw  has 
never  been  attemjited  by  any  of  the  farmers  in  Japan,  and, 
in  fact,  up  to  two  or  three  years  ago,  the  whole  process  was 
I  performed  exclusively  by  the  sfiinuiug  conijianies.  1'bere 
j  are  at  present  in  Japan  65  establishments  emjiloyed  in  the 
j  retting  and  scutching  of  flax,  of  which  all  but  two  are  in 
I  Hokkaidii.  Of  these,  54  belong  to  the  s|)inning  comjianies 
I  (the  Teikkoku  Seima  Company  owning  2(5,  which  consume 
j  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  whole  crop,  the  Xilioii 
i  Seima  Company  19,  and  the  Xihon  Maslii  Conijiany  9).  the 
I  remaining  11  being  distributed  among  five  companies  whose 
I  activities  do  not  exteiul  beyond  the  dressing  of  the  fibre, 
j  Now  an  agitation  among  the  farmers,  which  jio.ssibly  owes 
I  its  origin  to  the  jiopular  su|)position  that  in  1918  the  two 
1  leading  sfiinning  companies  came  to  an  agreement  fixing  the 
I  price  to  be  paid  for  flax  straw,  appears  to  have  taken  shajie 
!  under  a  certain  measure  of  encouragement  from  the  Hok¬ 
kaido  Government.  A  large  number  of  flax  dressers’  guilds 
are  to  be  formed  (.some,  in  fact,  have  already  been  brought 
into  existence)  among  the  farmers  in  each  of  the  principal 
districts  where  flax  is  grown.  Each  guild  is  eventually  to 
run  a  .scuti  hing  mill  for  its  district,  and  all  the  guilds  are 
I  to  combine  as  members  of  a  central  association  in  Sapporo 
I  which  proposes  to  undertake  the  dis|)osal  of  the  fibre,  the 
i  distribution  of  seed  for  sowing,  loans  to  meet  the  year’s 
j  farming  ex|)ense.s,  etc.  'I'his  central  association  has  already 
I  been  organised  under  the  name  Kyodo  Senyi  Kumiai 
Rengo-Kai  (Confederation  of  Flax  Dre.s.sers’  Guilds)  and  at 
I  a  recent  meeting  of  its  directors  it  was  stated  that  negotia- 
I  tions  have  already  been  opened  with  certain  firms  in 
America,  and  that  there  is  no  justification  for  the  gloomv 
jirognostications  of  certain  of  the  spinning  companies’ 
experts,  who  argue  that  the  scheme  has  been  drawn  uji  on 
unsound  premises  in  regard  to  jiresent  and  probable  future 
jiriccs  for  flax  fibre  in  the  world’s  markets,  and  that  it  is 
consequently  doomed  to  failui'e.  It  is  stated,  linweier,  that 
the  Hokkaido  Government  has  alreadv  undertaken  to  sub¬ 
sidise  the  erection  of  two  scutching  mills  in  accordance  with 
these  plans  dni  iiig  the  current  year,  though  official  sujiport 
will  be  limited  to  those  districts  where  none  of  the  com¬ 
panies  ha\e  yet  si't  up  plant.

The  s|)inning  and  weaving  of  flax  in  Japan  is  in  the  hand-s 
of  three  companies,  the  'I’eikoku  Seima  Kabushiki  Kaisha, 
the  .Xihon  Seima  Kabushiki  Kai.sha,  and  the  Xihon  Mashi 
Kabushiki  Kaisha,  the  first-named  ojierating  four  factories, 
the  .second  two  and  the  last  one.  'I’he  largest  is  the  Teikoku 
Seima  Com|)any’s  mill  at  Sap|)oro,  wdiich  consumes  Hok- 
kaid(‘)  flax  only.  .\t  most  of  the  others,  which  are  all  in  the 
Southern  half  of  the  main  i.sland,  another  raw  material  is 
also  ii.sed  in  considerable  quantities,  namely,  ramie  from 
China,  which  is  much  cheaper  than  flax,  and  produces  a  yarn 
that  is  said  to  be  almost  equally  serviceable  for  twines, 
nets,  etc.

The  suggestion  in  the  notice  under 
reference  that  c.i.f.  prices  should  he  cpioted  was  made  hy 
H  .M.  1'rade  Commissioner  in  order  that  if  such  c.i.f.  jirices 
included  the  amount  payable  to  the  Canadian  Customs,  the 
Canadian  importer  would  know  the  exact  price  which  he 
would  pay  for  the  goods,  including  Customs  duty. 


MARKING  OF  IMPORTED  GOODS: 

P( ISTPONEl)  OPERATION. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  copy  of  the  Bill  em¬ 
bodying  the  Resolutions  introduced  into  the  Canadian 
I’arliament  for  the  purjiose  of  amending  the  Canadian 
Customs  Tariff,  1907.  Full  particulars  of  the  Resolutions 
were  published  in  the  “  Board  of  'J’rade  Journal  ”  of  2ud 
June. 

With  respect  to  the  marking  and  stamping  of  all  goods 
imported  into  Canada  with  the  name  of  their  country  of 
origin,  the  present  Bill  jiroposes  that  this  system  of  marking 
shall  come  into  o|),eration  on  1st  October,  1921.  The  date 
originalh'  projiosed  in  the  Resolutions  was  1st  September, 
1921. 

The  Bill  em|)owers  tin*  .Minister  of  Customs  and  Inland 
Revenue  to  make  such  Regulations  as  may  he  deemed 
iipcessarv  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  as  to  the  marking 
of  goods. 

No  information  has  yet  Ix'cii  received  in  the  Board  of 
Trade  as  to  the  issue  of  such  Regulations,  hut  ])articulars 
will  he  |)uhlished  in  this  “  Journal  ”  immediately  they  are 
receivetl  in  the  Deimrtment.

The  Board  of  Trade  hav»*  receivt'd  copy  of  tin*  “  Customs 
Tariff  Further  .\mendme»it  Ordinance,  1921,”  which  caTiio 
into  force  on  28th  .\pril,  1921,  ]>roviding,  itift'r  alia,  for  the 
addition  of  nn'tal  containers  and  metal  drums  to  the  list 
of  artides  which  may  he  imported  into  the  (Jold  Coast  free 
from  Customs  iluty,  with  effect  from  1st  December,  1929. 

The  Ordinance  also  pro\  ides  for  the  increased  Customs 
duty  on  spirits  imported  into  tlu'  C^)lony.  n  hich  is  now, 
under  t h^  present  Ordinance,  at  the  rate  of  25s.  per  imp. 
gallon  .Notification  of  this  increase  has  nlreadv  been 
unde  in  the  *•  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  hase<l  on  informa¬ 
tion  received  hy  telegram  through  the  Colonial  t'fffice. 


IMPORTATION  OF  NARCOTICS  BY 
PRACTITIONERS  AND  DRUGGISTS. 

The  “  Nigeria  Gazette  ”  of  21.st  April,  1921,  contains  a 
Government  Notice  issued  under  the  “  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,”  which  states  that  in  order  to  import  into  Nigeria 
after  1st  June,  1921,-  morphine,  cocaine,  eegonine,  and 
dianiorphine  (commonly  known  as  heroin),  and  their  respec¬ 
tive  salts,  and  medicinal  opium,  and  any  preparation,  ad¬ 
mixture,  extract,  or  other  sub.staiice  containing  not  less 
than  one-fifth  per  cent,  of  morphine  or  one-tenth  per  cent, 
of  cocaine,  eegonine  or  dianiorphine,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  the  importer  to  furnish  Government  with  a  statement  in 
quadruplicate  of  his  requirements,  guaranteeing  that  the 
consignment  in  question  is  required  exclusively  for  legiti¬ 
mate  scientific  and  medicinal  purposes,  and  that  re-export 
is  not  intended.  The  importer  should  also  state  the  name  of 
the  firm  who  is  to  supply  the  drugs.  The.se  statements 
should  reach  the  Director  of  Medical  and  Sanitary  Service, 
Lagos,  before  Ist  June  and  1st  December  each  }ear;  at 
the  time  the  imjiorter  .sends  his  indent  for  transmission  to 
the  Board  of  Trade,  he  should  send  a  copy  of  his  indent  to 
the  supplying  firm  with  his  usual  arrangements  as  to  pay¬ 
ment,  etc. ;  his  firm  will  then  in  due  course  get  from  the 
Board  of  Trade  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  indent  with  a 
licence  to  exjiort  the  drugs  mentioned.

APi'EU'ATIGN  OF  DUMPING  DUTY. 

The  Government  ‘‘  Gazette  ”  of  I2th  May  <*ontains  copy 
of  a  Rroclaniation  dated  11th  May,  1921,  bringing  certain 
goods  within  the  scope  of  the  ”  dumping  clause  ”  of  the 
LTiion  Customs  'fariff  Act,  1914  (section  8). 

The  Proclamation  states  that,  in  accordance  w  ith  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  that  section,  six  weeks  after  the  jmblication  of 
the  Proclamation  there  shall  be  levied  on  wheat  Hour  and 
wheat  meal  imported  into  the  Union  from  Australia,  a 
special  (or  dumping)  Customs  duty,  equal  to  the  difference 
between  the  price  at  which  wheat  flour  or  wheat  meal  of  a 
like  grade  is  sold  for  home  consumption  in  -Vustralia,  and 
the  price  at  which  it  has  been  sold  for  export  to  the  Union, 
)>ro\idcd  that  such  special  (or  dumping)  duty  shall  not 
excci'd  15  per  cent. ’off  valorem.

DENMARK. 


IMPORT  AND  EXPORT  OF  POTATOES. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  translation  of  a  Danish 
Law,  dated  the  (ith  May,  1921,  regarding  the  import  into 
and  export  from  Denmark  of  jtotatoes. 

The  Law  anthori.se.s  the  Minister  of  Agrienltiire  (1)  to 
establish  further  regulations  to  secure  that  y)Otatoes 
exported  are  in  good  condition,  and  (2)  to  institute  an 
inspection  to  prevent  potatoes  infected  with  injurious 
infectious  diseases  from  being  imported  into  or  exy)orted 
from  Denmark.  The  import  and  exj)»)rt  of  yiotatoes  will 
only  be  permitted  in  compliance  with  the  ahove-mentioned 
regulations. 

The  Law  of  28th  January,  1870,  prohibiting  the  iinyumta- 
fif)n  of  potatoes,  ^c.,from  North  -America  is  re|)t'aled.  and 
the  Law  of  19th  February,  1914,  regarding  the  e\y)ort  of 
j)otatoes  to  the  Fnited  States  is  repealed  as  from  the  date 
when  the  import  control  regulations  to  be  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  under  the  j)resent  Law  come  into 
force. 

This  Law,  which  docs  not  apply  to  the  Faroe  Islands, 
was  to  come  into  force  immediately,  and  is  to  lapse  at  the 
end  of  March,  1924.

Tlie  “  (iaceta  ile  Madrid  ”  for  4tli  June  contaiiih  a  l{uyal 
Order  dated  2ud  June  wliieli  autliorises  tlie  free  expoita- 
tion  of  25, (HX)  metric  tons  of  sugar  vvitliiu  the  eight  moutlis 
hdlowiiig  tlie  publication  of  the  Royal  Order  (i.e.,  up  to 
Jrd  Kehruary,  1922). 

Ilegulatioiis  are  laid  tlowii  to  secure  that  the  [nice  of 
sugar  ill  Sjiaiii  is  not  unduly  increased,  power  heiiig  given 
ill  such  a  case  to  suspend  the  exportation  now  authorised. 

SWEDEN. 

KFliFFAI’lOXS  AFFECTINIi  THE 
l.MFOUT  OF  8TIGAH. 

.V  S\M“dish  Royal  Order  of  24th  March,  effective  from  1st 
.Vpril,  1921,  to  .'list  October,  1922,  lays  down  tlie  following 
llegulatioiis  regarding  the  import  of  sugar  into  Sweden:  — 
I'he  importation  of  sugar  into  Sweilen  is  jirohihiteil  excejit 
by  the  State  or  persons  authorised  by  the  State.  This  pro- 
liiliition,  however,  does  not  apply  to  stigar  deposited  in 
wari'hoiisi's  or  bonded  stores  for  re-export  or  removal  to 
another  Customs  warehouse,  or  to  sugar  in  course  of  direct 
transit. 

\'arious  exce[)tions  to  the  prohibition  are  allowed,  among 
which  the  following  may  be  mentioned:-- 

(1)  Sugar  may  be  imported  by  per.sons  who  are  entitled 
to  freetlom  of  duty  for  imported  goods  in  virtue  of  a 
special  enactment. 

(2)  Samples  of  sugar  brought  into  the  country  by  pro¬ 
perly  accredited  commercial  travellers  may  be  imported 
ill  the  ordinary  way. 

(3)  Travellers  coming  from  abroad  may  import  sugar 
for  their  own  use,  and  on  payment  of  import  duty,  u)»  to 
o  kilogs.  (or  in  greater  ipiantities  if  authorised). 

(4)  Travellers  have  the  right  to  import  sugar  duty-free 
ill  aci^ordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  the 
Customs  Ordinance  of  1911. 

(5)  Sugar  imported  as  ships’  provisions  is  not  subject 
to  duty.

Furtlu'r,  tbe  alloy  must  not  contain 
more  than  one  unit  of  arsenic  in  10. (KK).  'Pin*  tin  us(*d  in  tbe 
manufacture  of  tin|>late,  etc.,  to  lx*  made  into  boxes,  tins, 
etc.,  as  receptacles  for  foodstuffs,  must  not  contain  more 
than  1  p(*r  cent,  of  lead  and  one  per  10,000  of  arsenic.
